Flood victims thank 
Lyme for generosity 


VICTIMS of the recent Somerset Levels flood¬ 
ing said they were “overwhelmed” by the gen¬ 
erosity of Lyme Regis, after more than 50 
property owners stepped forward to offer free 
holiday accommodation to those still unable to 
return to their waterlogged homes. 

The holiday scheme is being organised by the Rotary 
Club of Lyme Regis. Members were given the idea when 
holding a street collection for the flood-stricken victims 
over the New Year period, after a property owner in Char- 
mouth said they would be willing to offer accommoda¬ 
tion to those who were forced out of their homes. 

Rotarians contacted accommodation company Lyme 
Bay Holidays to ask if any more of their clients would be 
willing to do the same, and were delighted when they re¬ 
ceived more than 50 re¬ 
sponses from generous 
self-catering property own¬ 
ers in and around the town.

Lyme Bay Holidays also agreed to provide free linen and 
bedding for the visitors. 

Rotarian John McCallum welcomed the first group to 
take up the scheme on Saturday. Mark and Kate Kirby 
from the flooded village of Moorland in Somerset - vis¬ 
iting with their children Georgina, 14, Theo, 11 and 
neighbours Martin and Mandy Brooksbank and their son 
Ruben, 11 - said the visit to Lyme Regis during one of 
the peak weeks of summer was a “welcome break” after 
the stress of the past five months. 

In early February the Kirby family were woken in the 


night and evacuated at 2am by emergency services and 
Environment Agency officials monitoring the floods. The 
water level was ankle deep when they left their home but, 
when they returned the next day to salvage their personal

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Council to cut number of members? 


THE number of seats available on Lyme Regis 
Town Council could be cut in future years if 
councillors agree tonight (Wednesday) to 
move forward with a policy that could see 
their numbers reduced. 

Town clerk John Wright is expected to present a re¬ 
port to councillors at tonight’s Strategy & Policy Com¬ 
mittee meeting after one member asked him to look 
into the benefits and process of cutting the number of 
councillors, which currently stands at 14. 

The report does not disclose who suggested the idea 
or give a definite on how many seats would be avail¬ 
able in future years, although it does use 10 as an ex¬ 
ample. 

Lyme Regis Town Council last made a cut in its num¬ 
bers 2005, when members were reduced from 16 to 14. 
The minimum number of councillors required for a

town or parish council is five but there is no maximum. 

The report states that to cut its numbers, the council 
would have to receive 298 signatured from local elec¬ 
tors which would then be sent to West Dorset District 
Council for a review, which would be carried out 
within six to 12 months. 

The report states: “In making any decision, the dis¬ 
trict council must consider and reflect the views of 
local people through consultation and received repre¬ 
sentation and satisfy itself that what it is recommend¬ 
ing is effective and convenient.” 

It adds that the district would cosider the size of the 
town’s population, any recent or forecast changes in 


the electorate, boundary changes, the impact on com¬ 
munity cohesion, the ability of the council to attract 
sufficient candidates for election, the range of func¬ 
tions undertaken by the council, and whether the re¬ 
view will result in improved community engagement, 
better local democracy and more effective and conven¬ 
ient delivery of local services. 

The town clerk’s report states that the review is un¬ 
likely to be carried out before the next town council 
election in 2015. 

However, Mr Wright suggests that if councillors are 
in favour of taking the suggestion forward, the term of 
office for those elected in 2015 could be cut from the 
usual four years to two, and a further election held in 
2017 for the reminaing two years, when only the re¬ 
duced number of seats would be available.

posessions, it had raised to their stomachs and the en¬ 
tire donwstairs floor was destroyed. 

The family said they believed the flood water had 
been purposely directed at the village in order to pro¬ 
tect larger towns nearby. Only 16 houses out of about 
100 in Moorland were saved from the water, including 
the home of the Kirby’s freinds and neighbours, Mr 
and Mrs Brooksbank, thanks to residents who built a 
bund around the higher part of the village. 

Mr Kirby, a wholsale fruit supplier, said that his 
house had never been flooded before in its 150-year 
history. Since being evacuated the family have stayed 
in rented accommodation in Bridgewater while their 
home is cleaned and refurbished. 

He said: “We wore chest-high waders to visit the 
house but it got too difficult to walk through the water. 
It came up above the letterbox and door handles. 

“Everything downstairs was ruined. We had piled 
some things on top of others but didn’t realise how 
high it was going to get. It’s dirty, smelly water with 
lots of farming waste and oil in it.” 


Mr Kirby said it took two months just to dry the 
house out and he hoped to return to his home in a 
month’s time. The clean-up period has been further 
delayed as there are only three slots when residents 
can enter the village when dredging is taking place, 
although the family said this was a “small price to 
pay” for the benefits of dredging. 

Living in limbo 

No one from any of the flooded houses in Moorland 
has yet to move back into their homes and many res¬ 
idents had not seen each other since they were evacu¬ 
ated until a village meeting last week. Mr Kirby said 
it was good to see his neighbours getting back to nor¬ 
mal life, as the last time he had seen many of them 
they had been completely devastated. 

“At the moment we are still in limbo; we’ve got ac¬ 
commodation but it’s not home,” he continued. 

“We’ve been in the village for 18 years, the children 
have grown up there and it’s really hard. I’m really 
proud of how the children have coped though.” 

Speaking on the holiday scheme, Mr Kirby added: 
“It’s amazing, we’re so grateful. It is so generous of

Rotary Clubs across the region have been heavily 
involved in assisting victims of the Somerset floods, 
which covered 25 square miles and engulfed five vil¬ 
lages. As well as holding a street collection, members 
of the Lyme Regis club helped man a warehouse 
handing out food, clothes and other essential items to 
those who had lost virtually everything in the floods.

New police figures reveal Dorset 
crime has fallen by five per cent 


DORSET Police has recorded a 5.9 per cent decrease 
in overall crime in the last year, according to the latest 
figures for police forces across the country released 
by the Office of National Statistics. 

This drop saw 37,212 recorded offences in Dorset 
between April 2013 and March 2014 compared to 
39,525 the previous year, a reduction of 2,313 crimes. 

Dwelling burglary has seen a decrease of 9 per cent, 
with the number of crimes falling from 1,899 to 1,715. 

Vehicle crime has fallen by 15.8 per cent, with 4,204 
recorded offences compared to 4,992 last year, and se¬ 
rious violent crime has decreased by 4.7 per cent. 

There was an increase in sexual offences with 33 
more crimes being reported, an rise of 5.8 per cent. 

Assistant Chief Constable David Lewis said: “I am 
delighted that crime continues to fall across the 
county. 

“These figures show that there were 2,313 fewer 
crimes reported to Dorset Police between April and 
March 2013/14 compared to the same period last year. 

“We continue to work together with local commu¬ 
nities and other public services to make Dorset safer, 
and it is by working in close partnership that we have 
been able to achieve this reduction in crime. 

“Despite these encouraging statistics we are not 
complacent, and there are challenges that the force is 
working to overcome as we head towards 2015. 


“There were 33 more serious sexual offences com¬ 
pared to the same period last year. Although this 
shows that victims have greater confidence in report¬ 
ing these offences to us, we remain focused in our re¬ 
sponse to prosecute offenders and ensure that victims 
have the best possible support. 

“Cyber-crime also presents a new and growing chal¬ 
lenge, with criminals using technology to commit of¬ 
fences. We have developed plans to respond to this 
threat in Dorset and across borders with other forces 
in the south west and the rest of the country.” 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Un¬ 
derhill added: “The continued long term fall in overall 
crime is welcome, building on the reductions we have 
seen over the last decade and more. 

“This report shows that Dorset Police are working 
hard to cut crime and keep our communities safe. It is 
especially encouraging to see significant decreases in 
dwelling burglaries and vehicle crime, which can have 
a negative impact on communities. 

“The increase in sexual offences suggests that recent 
cases involving Jimmy Savile and other high profile 
individuals, has encouraged more victims to come for¬ 
ward to report abuse. We have dedicated support in 
Dorset which will ensure that these victims are sup¬ 
ported through the criminal justice process.” 


Atlantic rowers "making good progress" 


LYME Regis'Atlantic rowers, Elliott Dale and Chris 
Derby, are reportedly making good progress in their 
world record attempt after suffering with weeks of 
poor weather conditions. 

Elliott and Chris, who are attempting to row the 
north Atlantic from New York to the Isles of Scilly in 
less than 55 days and raising thousands for Children's 
Hospice South West, have been keeping their avid 
followers updated via a blog.Their online messages 
told of "demoralising" battles with poor weather 
which had pushed them off course and off schedule. 

But now a Facebook message from Children's Hos¬ 
pice South West headquarters reports that finally the 
weather is onside and there are hopes they will reach 
the finishing line by their target date of August 1 st. 

The Facebook post read:"Chris and Elliott's progress 
over the past 24 hours has been phenomenal! They 
have averaged 4.3 knots and have covered an incred¬ 
ible 90 nautical miles (103 miles). 

"They are now less than 1,000 miles from the Isles 
of Scilly and making good headway. The Gulf Stream 
current appears to be increasing in speed as Chris 
and Elliott approach the Mid Atlantic Ridge. After 
some challenging weather conditions, the forecast is 



currently good. Let's hope it continues!" 

Elliott and Chris, both members of Lyme Regis Gig 
Club, previously rowed across the south Atlantic as 
part of a team of four, breaking two world records as 
the oldest team ever to do so.

Never too early for Christmas planning! 

LYME Regis business leaders have picked the hottest and 
busiest week of summer to launch a Christmas awareness 
drive for traders in the town. 

As UK temperatures soar into the 30s and families rush 
to the beach, the Lyme Regis Business Group (LRBG) is 
urging traders to think of snow and jingle bells. 

With more than 150 days until Christmas and the schools 
broken up for the start of Lyme’s summer season, LRBG 
wants businesses to turn their thoughts to Yuletide Lyme. 

Last Christmas, the Yuletide Lyme campaign to paint 
shop front windows of the town with scenes from “The 
Twelve Days Of Christmas” helped to draw unprecedented 
crowds of thousands to Lyme, along with the town’s usual 
impressive festive lights display. 

LRBG wants to repeat and improve the windows won¬ 
derland campaign this year and organisers are saying “it’s 
never too early to plan for Christmas”. 

LRBG spokeswoman Bee Painton said: “It may sound 
l ik e a joke to start thinking of the holly and the ivy at the 
height of summer but it actually makes very good business 
sense.” 

Mrs Painton, of Serendip bookshop in Broad Street, was 
one of 11 businesses who had a scene from the Christmas 
carol painted on her windows last year and she says busi¬ 
ness was the better for it. 

“The windows wonderland certainly drew a lot of interest 
from shoppers, the scenes caught their attention and con¬ 
sequently they came into the shop to look for presents. We 
also ran a treasure hunt with letters hidden in the design on 
every window which when put together made up a prize¬ 
winning phrase. That sent families around all the partici¬ 
pating businesses to decipher the phrase and so customers 
were circulated around the town.” 

But now other towns have now caught on to Lyme’s good 
idea and they are booking up the window painters to rival 
Yuletide Lyme. So far, only five businesses in Lyme have 
signed up for a repeat of the windows campaign and LRGB 
chiefs fear that unless more come forward soon the town 
could lose out. 

Mrs Painton continued: “Some businesses were so 
thrilled with the impact of the windows that they signed up 
again in January. But we need at least 12 businesses to take 
part, preferably a lot more. 

“The most expensive window last year was £150 but we 
have negotiated an ‘investment’ of £125 this year. We all 
appreciate that finding £125 in the current climate of tight¬ 
ened belts and slashed margins is not easy. 

“But if traders start planning for the Christmas campaign 
now and putting a little aside each week, it is affordable.

MP 'dismayed' by milk waste dumping 


NEIL Parish MP recently visited Uplyme after the 
parish council made complaints about milk waste dump¬ 
ing in fields around the village and the damage the large 
lorries involved were casuing to local roads. 

It was reported at this month’s parish council meeting 
that Mr Parish, Conservative MP for Tiverton and Honi- 
ton, visited the Yawl Hill area and was “dismayed” at 
the road damaged caused and to hear about the size and 
frequency of the tankers carrying the milk waste. 

He has written to the Environment Agency and Devon 
Highways asking them to consider putting more reason¬ 
able conditions on the permit for milk waste dumping 
in the parish if it is renewed in August. 

Residents and councillors have also previously com¬ 
plained about the smell of the milk waste, its environ¬ 
mental effects on wildlife and water quality in the River 
Lim, the noise from the delivery lorries which often 


come through the village in the early hours, and the 
agressive behaviour of some drivers. 

Devon Highways is currently monitoring the condition 
of the affected roads in future, as it cannot at present 
prove the damage. 

■ AN emergency relief channel has recently been com¬ 
pleted at Uplyme playground to protect facilities from 
flooding in future years. 

It is now two years since sudden flooding in the sum¬ 
mer of 2012 damaged the playground, tennis courts and 
submerged the King George V Playing Field and it is 
hoped that the new channel will provide temporary al¬ 
leviation until more extensive flood defences, which 
Uplyme Parish Council is pushing for, are installed. 

It is also hoped that new fencing alongside the channel 
will deter children from climbing through the hedge 
onto the main road. 
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■ THE Classic & Historic Motor Club held a successful'Tea by the Sea'event in Lyme Regis earlier this month. 
The organisers would like to thank Lyme Regis Town Council for the use of the Langmoor community room 
on Marine Parade and the Penny Black Cafe and Pasty Presto for their sponsorship for the cream tea event.

At the opposite 
end of the pavilion, visitors can see over 20 excellent im¬ 
ages of the winter storms battering the coast, captured 
by local photographers from the Town Mill Arts Guild. 

Between them, these two exhibitions show what 
Lyme has to withstand and how well the town is being 
protected by the engineers. 


A team of volunteers has kept the pavilion open every 
day since the end of March, so far hosting over 13,000 
visitors. 

Chris Boothroyd, who leads the team, said: "It's an im¬ 
portant service to visitors, of course, but it's also a pleas¬ 
ant way of spending the occasional three hours. We 
meet lots of interesting people and can share our en¬ 
thusiasm for Lyme Regis."

Proposed development 
could increase sewage 
running into River Lim 


■ SEWAGE and surface water (com¬ 
bined) in Lyme Regis runs down to a 
tank in the pumping station at the 
seafront. 

It is pumped to Uplyme, treated and 
comes back and out to sea via a pipe. In 
periods of heavy rain the tank can be 
overwhelmed and the excess goes out 
untreated via an opening (known by sta¬ 
tion staff as the letterbox) at the bridge 
straight into the mouth of the Lim. 

Bad enough, but the proposed devel¬ 
opment on Sidmouth Road of 200 or so 
houses can only add to the number of 
times and amount of raw sewage hav¬ 
ing to go into the Lim to drift eastwards 
along Church Beach and Back Beach 
towards Charmouth. 

We are already experiencing more fre¬ 


quent extreme weather and bathing 
quality standards are rising next year. 
Any attempts by the developer to 
smooth out the drainage peaks can only 
be a token gesture and South West 
Water are complacent that the current 
system has adequate capacity for the 
development. 

So along with increased traffic and 
parking problems, we may well wake 
up to smell something other than the 
coffee if we sit back and allow this de¬ 
velopment. It contains no social hous¬ 
ing and no doubt as little "affordable" 
housing as the developer can get away 
with.

I THE number 71 bus that goes around 
Lyme Regis into the town and down to the 
Cobb, giving many elderly or unwell people 
their freedom, has had its Saturday service 
stopped. 

My parents have lived in Lyme for nearly 
40 years; in that time they have been an im¬ 
portant part of Lyme, raising money for the 
lifeboat, carnival, Save the Children, and 
anything else they were asked to do, out in 
all weathers from morning to late evening, 
right up until they were 80 years old, dress¬ 
ing up and joining in with all that happened 
in Lyme Regis. My mum entered many car¬ 
nival processions as a walking entry, win¬ 
ning many years in a row, and my dad 
walked at her side collecting. She entered 
Easter bonnet parades (again collecting) and 
played the didgeridoo for charity at the age 
of 70-plus. 

These two people have given to Lyme; hol¬ 
idaymakers looked out for them to put 
money in their yellow buckets, they were so 
well-known around the town. But as soon as 
age and illness have meant walking into 
Lyme is a complete impossibility for them, 
we cast them away from enjoying the week¬ 
ends in Lyme Regis. 

Many other people that have been a part of 
Lyme over the years, who have given to and 
supported Lyme Regis, are now clearly not 
good enough for our town on a Saturday. 
Anyone that has an illness or condition 
where walking is hard, all these citizens are 
no longer welcome in Lyme on a Saturday. 

It is on a Saturday in Lyme Regis that the 
fun things happen - Lifeboat Week, carnival 
fun, Christmas fairs, family outings, fun hap¬ 
penings on the beach. But we do not want 
the elderly or unwell of Lyme to be seen on 
a Saturday? They have done their bit, made 
Lyme what it is today, but now they can no 
longer walk into Lyme, we don’t want them? 

I hear you say “what about taxis?”. Firstly, 
many elderly people do not like getting taxis; 
secondly, many cannot afford it; and thirdly, 
and most importantly, why should they? 

My parents and many many others rely on 


the 71 bus for their shopping, but it is also 
the socialising onboard that is very impor¬ 
tant. I have had the pleasure over the last few 
months of using this bus with my parents 
during my mum’s illness. I cannot tell you 
how important the 71 was for my dad when 
mum was in hospital, for him to get to the 
bus stop to get the 31 to Dorchester. Then 
when my mum was home, for dad to get out 
and about, and since that for both of them to 
be part of the community again. 

The bus is li ke a moving community centre 
- they meet, chat and socialise. The busiest 
day was always a Saturday, the bus would be 
jam-packed as our elderly came into the 
town to enjoy the Saturday fun, shop or 
enjoy a slow walk along the seafront. With 
the flatness of our parade and seats provided 
it is a perfect way to enjoy the sea, be part of 
things happening within the shelters and be 
able to take a seat if tiredness takes over. 

Now they are stuck in their homes all 
weekend. They have not been able to enjoy 
a Sunday in Lyme for long time, but my par¬ 
ents and many others have now been con¬ 
demned to their homes for the whole 
weekend, knowing Lyme will be full of peo¬ 
ple and fun, the Saturday matinee, stalls 
along the parade, getting the bus to the mar¬ 
ket in Bridport, etc. - now all taken away 
from them. 

I am very ashamed that as soon as Lyme 
Regis locals become a certain age, unwell, 
weak or just a tad doddery Lyme does not 
want to see them, does not want them to 
enjoy watching what once they would have 
been participating in. 

This bus needs to be reinstated on a Satur¬ 
day. We should be supporting our local eld¬ 
erly and unwell, helping them to socialise 
and keep their independence, not throwing 
them to one side and shutting them away.

"Our starting point on safety is the same 


today as it was 87 years ago: real-life situations," 
says Dr Peter Mertens, Senior Vice President Re¬ 
search and Development of Volvo Car Group. 
"We study data. We crunch numbers. We inno¬ 
vate. The result is one of the safest cars ever 
made." 

World first number 1: Run-off road 
protection 

Run-off road is a common accident type with 
different causes, such as driver distraction, fa¬ 
tigue or poor weather conditions. For example, 
half of all traffic fatalities in the United States 
are road departure accidents, while in Sweden, 
single-vehicle accidents involve one third of all 
fatal and severe injury crashes with passenger 
cars. 

Volvo is deeply troubled by these statistics. 


Even though there are currently no regulatory 
or rating tests to examine a car's ability to han¬ 
dle run-off road accidents, the company has 
decided to develop the technology to protect 
occupants should these situations occur. 

"Committing to safety is not about passing a 
test or getting a ranking," says Prof. Lotta 
Jakobsson, SeniorTechnical Specialist Safety at 
Volvo Cars Safety Centre. "It is about finding 
out how and why accidents and injuries occur 
and then developing the technology to pre¬ 
vent them. We lead, the industry follows." 

Volvo Cars developed Safe Positioning to ad¬ 
dress these situations. 

The Safe Positioning capability means that in 
a run-off road scenario, the all-new Volvo XC90 
detects what is happening and the front safety 
belts are tightened to keep the occupants in 
position. The belts are firmly tightened as long 
as the car is in motion. 

To help prevent spine injuries, energy-ab¬ 
sorbing functionality between the seat and 
seat frame cushions the vertical forces that can 
arise when the car encounters a hard landing 
in the terrain. The solution is capable of reduc¬ 
ing the vertical occupant forces by up to one 
third. This counteracts spine injuries, which are 
serious and relatively frequent consequences 
of these situations. 

The XC90 also features technologies that 
help the driver avoid run-off road scenarios: 

The Lane Keeping Aid applies extra steering 
torque if the car is about to leave the lane un¬ 
intentionally, while Driver Alert Control, which 
is also standard, detects and warns tired or 
inattentive drivers. It even has Rest Stop Guid¬ 
ance, which directs the driver to the nearest 
rest area. 


World first number 2: Auto brake at 
intersections 

The XC90 is the first car in the world with 
technology that features automatic braking if 
the driver turns in front of an oncoming car. 
This is a common scenario at busy city cross¬ 
ings as well as on highways, where the speed 
limits are higher. The all-new Volvo XC90 de¬ 
tects a potential crash and brakes automati¬ 
cally in order to avoid a collision or mitigate the 
consequences of a crash. 

"These two world firsts are further examples 
of how new technologies target substantial 
real-life traffic problems. This strategy moves 
us closer and closer to our ambition that by 
2020 no one should be killed or seriously in¬ 
jured in a new Volvo," says Prof. Lotta Jakobs¬ 
son.

Blake success gives selectors headache 


DORCHESTER'S Paul Blake has given the British Par¬ 
alympic Selection Committee a headache ahead of 
the IPC Athletics European Championships at 
Swansea next month, following his third place in 
the Sainsbury Anniversary Games held at Horse 
Guards Parade on Sunday. 

Blake blasted to a new personal best time of 12.46 
seconds to beat Beijing Olympic silver medallist 
Ben Rushmore,and finish just a hundredth of a sec¬ 
ond behind London 2012 100m silver medallist 
Graeme Ballard. 

With the 1500m and 800m races having been 
deleted from the IPC programme for the 2016 Rio 
Olympics, 24-year-old Blake has had to focus on the 
sprint races (100m/200m) as well as the 400m for 
which he won silver in London. 

The race on Sunday was won by T37 athlete Rhys 
Jones in a time of 11.99 seconds, but the others are 
in theT36 class and vying against each other for se¬ 
lection in Wales. With the selectors having met on 
Monday, the athletes should know by today 
(Wednesday) whether they have been chosen, and 
Blake's performance would have been a timely re¬ 


minder to them. 

Speaking with View Sport ahead of the decision, 
Blake, who hopes he will be selected for the 400m's 
said: "Graeme is a sprinter and I would suspect that 
he will get one of the places in both of the sprint 
races. Ben won bronze in the London 200m and I 
would think that he might get the second spot there, 
but I have beaten Rushmore four times this season 
now in the 100m, all relatively easily, so I am hoping 
the selectors will go with the form and pick me." 

Blake thought he had blown his chances coming 
into the Anniversary Games when he ran a poor 
race in Cheltenham a couple of weeks ago. 

"I ran appallingly and thought that I had blown 
my chances, and so I came into Sunday's race low 
in confidence, but I'm really pleased with my per¬ 
formance in running a PB." 

Blake believes that given the chance he can beat 
Ballard at the Europeans, which are being held be¬ 
tween August 18th and the 23rd. 

"I am getting stronger all the time, and was right 
on his shoulder on Sunday and believe that I will 
beat him at Swansea given the chance."
